OW AND then we find an affirmation that 
| \ | seems to have been made to fit our par- 
ticular need. Strong, concise, powerful 
sounding, just the saying of it lifts us up. We use 
it as a weapon against every unwanted thought 
until presently it begins to lose its meaning. We 
go on using it mechanically and it responds by be- 
coming a mere mechanism, bound to wear out in 
time. Then we drop it and take up another. 

This wearing out is not the fault of the affr- 
mation. Truth is eternally true and, when fully 
understood, eternally new. The fault lies in us, 

Some time ago I was looking through an old 
copy of DaiLy Worp, and in it I found an affir- 
mation that had once seemed to me to be the very 
ne plus ultra of affirmations: “The Spirit of the 
Lord goes before me and makes easy and success- 
ful my way.” 

A fine, comforting statement, why had it lost 
its power to make me feel God's presence? 

I studied the affirmation closely, “The Spirit of 
the Lord,” the Spirit of power, peace, love; the 
Spirit that enables me to think and act intelligently 
and rightly at every instant; the Spirit that is every- 
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where equally present and ever powerful “goes 
before me”—yes, I thought, but it does more. It 
inspires my going, accompanies me, and goes 
ahead to smooth my path. Even while dwelling 
within me it is also already at my destination, 
blessing conditions there, ready to bless my arriv- 
al and my enterprise. Then it blesses my depar- 
ture, accompanies me again to a new destination, 
and is waiting for me there when I arrive. 


I took up the second part of the affirmation: 
“and makes easy and successful my way.” Why 
had the word “easy” been used? Instantly there 
came to my mind part of a verse from the Bible: 
“Not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit,” 
and part of another verse, “lest any man should 
boast.” Since the accomplishment of a difficult task 
often makes us boastful, I could see why man’s 
work is supposed to be easy. But standing still 
and letting God work is not always easy. There 
are times when every nerve in us cries out for 
activity although we know that standing still and 
letting God work brings the best results. Why was 
this word “easy” used? 


Then I saw. If we truly understand the infinity 
of God, our way is made easy, for this same Spirit 
goes ahead of us through time, giving each instant 
its blessing of peace just as we are about to enter 
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it, Every single second is prepared for us before 
we live it. The Spirit of the Lord goes before us, 
not simply on material paths alone but through the 
hours and the minutes and the seconds that make 
up the hours. It is this recognition of God not only 
in every place but in every second that makes our 
undertakings easy as well as successful. 


Never before had I seen so clearly that nothing 
but the complete abandonment of time to God 
could make every affirmation gloriously and vic- 
toriously true. At the same time I realized as never 
before that affirmations are not charmed words 
for us to lean upon but devices made to lift us to 
a higher level of consciousness and enable us to 
lean only upon God. An affirmation becomes old 
and trite only when we lean upon it and not upon 
God. 


I saw something else too. I saw that DAILy 
WorD was not printing words to comfort me and 
cheer me along a thoughtless way. These fine up- 
lifting words were put there for me to study care- 
fully, that I might understand why they were true. 
Once having understood it, no affirmation would 
lose its power to help me. And whether I spoke 
the affirmation for the first or the fiftieth time, I 
must do it thoughtfully, not hurriedly or worriedly, 
in the knowledge that it is true not because I say 
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it, but that I say it because it is true, Not to give 
God His opportunity to reveal to us the truths 
contained in these affirmations is a sure way of 
making the affirmations old and useless when they 
might be serving us well in times of need. 


Look back over your own experiences and recall 
affirmations you have loved and worn out with 
much using. Speak them again, lovingly and 
thoughtfully, and‘ let the Spirit of God be the 
Spirit that puts new life into these dear old friends. 
They contain lessons that you have missed. It must 
be so or they would not have become old and 
mechanical. Remember that between you and your 
God there must be no formalities, and when you 
speak your affirmations as lip service long after 
they have ceased to inspire you, you are introduc- 
ing formalities into your worship. 


A certain spiritual restlessness invariably ac- 
companies the search for a new affirmation to re- 
place the old. When that restlessness comes, go 
back and rediscover some of the old affirmations 
you have left behind. They contain treasures that 
will give a lifelong value to the old, discarded 
words. And in your treasure hunt, may the Spirit 
of the Lord go before you and make easy and suc- 
cessful your way!
